The subject was discussed by Dr. D. Curry, 
Dr. J. M. Buckley, Dr. R. M. Hatfield and oth- 
ers, developing the widest diversity of opinion 
as to the needs of the  episco- 
pacy. Dr. Curry advocated such a 
change in the episcopacy as would allow 
the location of each Bishop in a particular lo- 
cality during the next quadrennium, but as 
this plan could not be accomplished he was in 
tavor of as tew Bishops as possivie. The ac- 
tion taken by the conference was 
in accordgnce with the precedent 
of previous contere>ces. The committee hav- 
ing recommended four new Bishops, the Con- 
feience refused to increase the number by 
voting down Gen. Fisk’s motion, defeating the 
minority report by a vote of 199 to 175, and 
then adopiing the ma‘o:iivy report.

The gentleman’s business called him to 
travel occasionally, and after returning from 
one of his reeent trips, he felt particularly in- 
disposed, andretired at once to his room in 
the fashionable boarding-house kept by the 
mother of his fiance.

WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 


The Strong-Minded in Massachusetts 
Pleased and Hopeful. 


[Boston Cor. of the New York Tribune. | 


The leaders of the movement feel greatly 
cheered by the result of their winter’s work, 
notwithstanding the hostile decisions of the 
Legislature, forthe cause which used to be 
sneered at and contemptuously thrust aside is 
now listened to and discussed in a friendly 
and respectful way and a growing inclination 
is visible on the part of the lawmakers and the 
press to allow women increased political 
rights. Theresult ofthe spring town meet- 
ings has shown acondition of affairs in the 
State at large quite similar tothat prevailing 
inthe city election last November. In the 
towns where the women voted a decorum quite 
unusual and admirable was shown. Every 
effort was made to make the new voters com- 
fortable. The town halls and ward-rooms 
were cleaned up in their honor, and the 
clouds of tobacco smoke and the expectoration 
of the juice of the chewed weed—features to 
which generations of male voters have be- 
ccme accustomed—were for once conspicuous 
by theirabsence. It cannot be denied that 
the privilege of voting for school committees 
was not as generally exercised as could be ex- 
pected, although the polling was large when 
the difficulties and the strangeness of the new 
jaw are taken into consideration. Much 
trouble was caused in some places by 
what was palpably a + misconstruce 
tion ofthe law. It reads that a woman desir- 
jng to vote shall present to the assessors a list 
*‘of all her property, both real and personal, ”? 
its intent evidently being confined to the taxa- 
ble property. as in the case of men. Many 
women, heglecting to give account of all their 
property, whether taxable or not, were thus 
disfranchised and were not permitted to vote, 
and other discriminations were here and there 
made against them. As a rule, however, 
they were treated with great » Tespect 
and fairness. To carry on more com- 
pletely the work thus begun, an association 
called the **Massachusetts School Suffrage As- 
sociation” has recently been furmed uader 
direction of Miss Abby May. with headquar- 
ters in this city,to extend information revard- 
ing the new law, and to increase the interest 
in the movement, and fortnightly meetings 
are held with occasional gatherings in other 
parts of the State. The association has no 
intention beyond that above mentioned, the 
broader principles of woman suffrage being 
left to those more ambitious reformers of 
whom Mrs. Stone is the euergetic leader. 
These latter workers fee] much encouraged by 
tbe condition and prospects of the movement 
in other States as well as in Massachusetts. In 
view of these facts, there seems noreason to 
evppose that the cause will languish.

Saqui, the Repe Walker, Who Was 
Once the Sensation of Paris, 
{From the Pall Mall Gazette. j 

The most famous ropve-dancer of recent times 
was undoubtedly Mme. Saqui, and her long 
career would seem to show thatif the practice 
of rope-dancing brings some of its profession 
to a sudden end, it must in itself-be far from 
unhealthy. We may fairly infer that in her 
case it was conducive to longevity, for she had 
already wade her reputation at the end of the 
eighteenth century, and was still dancing less 
than twenty years ago, when she had attained 
the age of seventy-six. According to some 
authoritics Mme. Saqui was born of French 
parents. Her father, Jean Baptiste Lalanne, 
was himself a distinguished acrobat, and he 
introduced his daughter tothe public ata very 
early age ina melodrama on the subject of 
*«Genevieve de Brabant,’’ the part of Gene- 
vieve’s child being confided to tne debutante. 
It was as a dancer on the ordinary boards that 
the youtbfu) Sequi made her first appearance 
in public; but she soon aspired to higher 
things, and, after the troupe of the *‘ grandes 
danseuses du roi”? had been broken up at the 
time of the revolution, she took a regular 
course of Jessons in rope-dancing from a friend 
of the family, who divined the bent of her 
genius. The counselor and instructor who 
discovered and fostered her talent for balanc- 
ing herself on the tight-rope was, or had been, 
a nredical student, who, to escape the tedious- 
nees of lectures, had turned: acrobat; and it 
was through his earnest representations that 
the parents ofthe future rope-dancing ealebri- 
ty were prevailed upon to allow their daugh- 
ter to quit the regular stage for a less dignified 
arena. 

The child practiced with ardor, and wis 
soon able to mamtain herself firm and erect 
upon the rope without the assistance of the 
balancing-pole. Her debut was attended 
with the most brilliant suécess, and for up- 
ward of half acentury this prima donna of 
the dancing art traveled from capital to capi- 
tal, 5 fgg to and feted wherever she per- 
formed. There was no town in France, no 
country in Europe, which she did not visit. 
After a time she established a theater of her 
own at Paris. The Emperor Napoleon, who 
appreciated her talent, and was pe y 
much pleased with her, named her “‘fitst acro- 
bat of France’’—a title which so pleased her 
that she had itinscribed on the wagon con- 
taining her costumes and apparatus vy which 
her traveling coach was followed. Napoleon 
used to engage her for all publie fetes, and 
frequently invited her to 2 onan at his own 
private entertainments. She was the spoiled 
child. moreover, of all the princes and dukes, 
all the marshals and generals of the empire; 
and she was as great a favorite with the people 
as with the members of the imperial court. 
No Italian singer, evenin our own day, en- 
eee such popularity as fell tothe lotof Mme. 
Saqui. 

For atime berstar seems to have faded; or 
perhaps she retired on the immense sums of 
money Which her performances had brought 
herin. However that may have been, cir- 
cumstances foreed her in 1851 to reappear, 
when she made a tourin Spain, in Algeria, 
sndin the principal towns of France. In 
1852 she went to Paris and gave a series of 
peiformances atthe Hippodrome. The next 
year she made a sensational ascent of the 
tight-rope inthe Champ de Mars, and the 
Hippodrome was the scene of a final per- 
formance given for her benefit in 1861, when, 
at the age of seventy-six, she went througiwa 
series of funambulistic exercises and fan- 
tasias Which few,if any, of her rivals could 
bave equaled. Some four vears afterward, 
when she had already completed her eightieth

THREE MINERS KILLED. 


Bleached Bones and Broken Muskets 
oe on the Top of a Butte in 


[From the New York San.f ° " 


Three bleached skulls on a shelf in a barber 
shop in Challis, a mining town in Idaho, at- 
tracted the attention of Mr. 0. A. Gager, of 
Field, Haviland & Co., of 62 Park Place, 
while on a business trip in that region about 
two weeks ago, and after inquiring concern- 
ing them, he went to the desolate spot where 
they were found a few days before by Deputy 
Recorder Harland of Lemhi county. The 
town is on the Salmon River, and about 
three-quarters of a mile from the riveris an 
isolated butte. Scattered over the narrow 
top the bleached bones of three men were 
found, surrounded by all the evidences of a 
band-to-band fight. Hundreds of iron arrow- 
heads, broken arrows, two bent and broken 


muskets with short barrels, and one ritle bar- | 


rel torn from its stock were found near the 
bones. The guns were broken, and had been, 
evidently, used in clubbing an attacking party. 
The ramrods were twisted, and one was bent 
double. That the bones were those of white 
men was evident after the skulls were exam- 
ined. The white and almost perfect teeth in 


the smallestskull were filled in places with * 


gold, . 

Mr. Gager. brought home one of the mus- 
kets, and some of the small bones. The rusty 
lock is marked, ‘‘Fall & Cunningham, Nash- 
ville, Tenn.,’? andonthe barrel is stamped. 
‘Pulaski, T.,C.S. A., 61,” the figures re- 
ferring, it is supposed to the ealibre. On the 
trigger plate, behind the shield, 8. K. T. had 
been stomped with a pointed instrument. The 
hard wood of the stoek is bleached white, but 
the dry atmosphere of the western mountains 
prevented much rusting. One pecultarity is 
that the musket is loaded. ‘The ramrod was 
badly bent, as if by a blow on a head or a rock. 
fis other musket was marked . 1831 on the 
ock. 

The general belief in that region 1s that the 
three men were prospemung, and had encamp- 
edonthe bank of the river. Surprised by 
Inidians,they retreated tothe butte and prepar- 
ed to fight for life. They were protected large 
lava rocks on the top of the butte, anda 
steep declivity prevented an attack in the 
rear. Shattered bullets have been found on 
therocks at the foot ofthe butte, and the 
many arrow-heads indicate that the three 
men fought hard and long. Their ammuniiion 
exhausted, they fought hand to hand, using 
their muskets as clubs until they were over- 
powered. 

By some miners and prospectors the date of 
the ficht is placed as far back as 1865. They 
sav that in 1863 the Indians of that region sur- 
prised a party of white men, and gota lot of 
hoop and scrap iron and old files, and that 
before that time the Indians had no iron 


_arrow-heads. The bones have been placed in 


the center of the knob with a monument eight 
feet in height.

craft:lying on the levee near the footiof Pine: 
street has been an object of wonder to the 
frequenters ofthat part of the riverfront. It 


was deposited there by the deck hands of the 
tteamboat Colorado, who could not vouch for 
anything more than that it belonged to an old 
whité-haired man who came up theriver on 
the boat, and that it was ‘‘cussed heavy.” A 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter, after some search, 
learned that it was the property of Captain 
Wilford P. Hall, better known as ‘‘The Old 
Man in the Skiff,”’ one of the oldest American 
archeological explorers alive,if not,indeed, the 


oldest. 
THE CRAFT 
is a large-sized skiff, 21 feet long by a maxi- 
mum width, from oar-lock to oar-lock, 
of five feet four inches. It 
was built by the Rock Island Ferry Company 
and purchased by the’present owner, who has 
erectéd on the rear portion along low super- 
structure 6f Wood which serves the purpose 
ofacabin, Its only furniture is some heavy 
boxes, one of which serves the end of a row- 
ing seat and thé others supplying similar 
wants. The interior is of an elliptical shape. 
A mattress spread out at the stern of the boat 
is the Captain’s hammock. Stowed away in 
one corner are a spade, an axe and some 
tools used in digging for relics. The door was 
Jocked with « stout padlock and chain and for- 
bade any extensive inventory of the interior. 
A search for the 
ECCENTRIC OLD CAPTAIN 

was instituted early. yesterduy even- 
ing but the reporter failed to 
come upon him _ until late last night. The 


Captain, accompanied by thereporter, walked 


down the levee to the skiff, remarking that 
he was about town renewing some old ac- 
quaiptances. Capt. Hall is a tall, powerful 


man, who has weathered the severest storms- 


in the bayous of Louisiana and carried on his 
explorat 


day’s sickness. After some persuasion the 
Captain consented to give an account of him- 
self and his last trip. He 
said: ° “Well I was born in 
Indiana, in April, 1822, and am, pare eee ong 
sixty-eight years of age. My extraction is 
Welsh, and my family took prominent parts 
in the Revolutionary war. At seven years of 
age} was bunting relies for travelers and 
running with the Indians, wearing their 
blankets and oT seven of their lan- 
guages. Since then | have beeninthe em- 
play of the American Fur Company, General 
Robert E. Lee’s United States Survéy corps 
and numerous other occupations, amoag 
others as steamboat captain on the Mississippi. 
I am an active life member of the Davenport 
Academy of Sciences, This institution was 
incorporated in 1875, and a few months after 
this I started outon my explorations, and 
have been out since.’’ 

**Where have you been on this trip?’’ 

“T am just returning fromtheSouth. On 
December 25, 1877, | left Davenport, Iowa, 
in my skiff to 

' EXPLORE THE MOUNDS OF TIE SOUTH 
for relics for the Davenport Academy. I 
went down the Mississippi to Morganzie 
Crevasse and Grand River, and rowed through 
the lakes, rivers, bayous, creeks, buys and 
every body of water navigable with my_craft, 
stopping from one to three days in each place, 
and digging through the mouuds in Louisiana, 
Arkanras, ‘'ennessee, Alabama and Mississip- 
pi. Atevery place tue coming of the “Old 
manin the Ssiff’’ was telegraphed. Aca 
point four miles below Lobleville, Tennessee, 
two veung men on the bank, who supposed 
thatI had dug up $10,000 in gold in that 
vicinity, opened fire on me with leaden 
s.ugs. Sixty-seven of the pieces 
of lead entered my boast, two 
into the oars and thirteen into me. You can 
feel some of them now,’’ and the Captain ex- 
tended his bands, in which several pieces of 
lead were easily detected. ‘‘Il was weak and 
exhausted from loss of blood, but I hoilored 
to them that if that was their game I was with 
them. I crawled into my cabin and got my 
shotgun, but they took totheir heels and got 
off. On account of my wounds 1 was oblizea 
to stop forty days. In October last I started 
on my investigations again through the 
swamps and marshes. I went up into Arkan- 
sas, when I secured some good relics whivh 
are on their way to Davenport. I then went 
baek to Memphis and tock the boat, and here 
1 9m waiting for another boat to take me to 
inv home.” 

**Are you married, Captain??’ 

‘*Yes, I have a wife and grown family in 
Davenport. Il’ll stop with them about fifteen 
days and then start up to Luke Superior for 
another search.’’ 

‘“‘Have you any other object in view than to 
secure specimens for your academy ?”’ 

“Yes, sir. lam |

and studying a hidden history. I was never 
kicked out of a college, vou see.

They had buried so many 
in warj when they were simply in a: faint that 
their tradition came to forbidthis. They dug 
a hole just large enough for a 
man to sit upright im and, 

utting his bow and arrow and tomahawk 

y his side, they marked the place with stones 
and went away to come back and cover him 
when the flesh rotted off. The dry leaves 
were blown into this hole, apd when the 
prairie or woods were afire thes@ leaves burn- 
ed, setting fire to the fat flesh, which burned 
80 well that it reduced the bones to ashes or 
nearly so. This then was covered up, and ex- 
plorers coming along found the burnt bones 
and started the theory of cremation among 
the Indians.’’ 

“Have vou rowed this skiff all the way?” 

**Yes, very nearly up to last January, by the 
river charts not counting my trips into creeks 
and small bodies of water, into which I went 
from one to fifteen miles, i have traveled 13,- 
000 miles in this skiff, 

16,000 OF WHICH I HAVE ROWED OVER 

crossing land in some oe taking my boat 
over the land by myself. Now this is what I 
rowed and sailed over to last January, and 
from that you can compute fromthe river 
charts yourself, for I have not yet computed it 
myself. Illetitrununtiil make a thousand 
Iniles ‘or 80, and then I take my journal and 
charts and reckon up the distance.’’ :

Visited since jast January, he must certainly 
bave rowed over 2,000 miles. The Captain 
will, if he finds time, after the completion of 
his explo write a book entitled **The

be remarkable even to archwologists may be

A QUEER EPISODE. 


A Jurymau Who Announced His Deci- 
sion Before the Close of the Trial. 


There was rather a dramatic episode yester- 
day afternoon in the trial of the suit for libel 
brought by Charles A. Liggett against the An- 
zeiger (newrpaper) Association and Carl 
Daenzer. Mr. Liggett, who is a gentleman of 
a great deal of leisure, wants. several 
thousand dollars from the An- 
zeiger on account of an article 


published in that paperin May, 1877, where- 
in there was something said avout his having 
been arrested on acriminal charge. When 
the tria!came on, a special jury was called 
for by the defendant, and the gentlemea 
tinally selected to serve are as follows: 

H. 8. Piatt, Joseph Heil, H.S. Brady, Wm. 
Woods, Wm. S. Taylor, H. M. Blossom, 
Wortley Nichols, Chas. A. Miltenberger. H. 
T. Massengale, A. M. Heiman, Adolph Moll 
and Jobn Spoering. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Liggett’s testimony 
yesterdav afternoon 

MR. H. M. BLOSSOM, 

ene ofthe jurymen, arose and enquired if he 
might ask the witness a question. The 
court giving permission, Mr. Blossom 
ashed Liggett if he had gone tothe Anzeiger 
people between the time the alleged libel was 
published und the time of bringing the suit 
and asked for aretraction. Being answered 
in the negative, Mr. Blossom then and there 
said the case might end so far as he Was c)n- 
cerned; that he could not be persuaded to 
vive the plaintiff damages when he had not 
even asked a_ retraction. This was a 
new thing in court, and it took 
Judge, lawvers, Liggett and everypnody 
else by surprise. Mr. Rob Goode, one of the 
plaintiff’s attorneys, got up and said it was 
useless for him to go on with the cise under 
the circumstances, and he would therefvre 
usk that the jury be discharged and a new 
one empaneled. He was finally persuaded, 
however, to goon during the remainder of 
the afternoon, but renewed his protest at the 
opening of court this morning and insisted 
that there be a new jury called. The 
Judge said he would discharge the jury and 
grant a continuance if the plaintiff would pay 
the costs, which would include the $50 the 
other side had put up for the present special 
jury. Mr. Liggett didnot feel that he had 
that much money to invest in the venture, so 
the trial went on, exceptiols being taken by 
the plaintiff’s attorney. 


DRAIN’S DAMAGES. 


He Wants $12,000 From the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad. 


A case that went totrial this merning in 
Judge Lindley’s room is that of John Drain, 
against the Iron Mountain Railroad. It is 
another one of thé many damage suits 
that ure now flooding the Circuit 
Court. On the evening of February 


6, 1879, Drain was crossing Main street at the 
foot of Chouteau avenue, when he was struck 
and run over by a car that had been detached 
from atrain. In his petition he claims that 
there was no light on the car, that 1t was run- 
hing at a greater rate than six miles an hour 
una that it had no one about it to control or 
guide it. Hewas bruised a good deal and, 
while he does not claim to have 
bad any limbs broken, he does claim to have 
been laid up for three months, to have paid a 
doctor’s bill of $300 and to have been disabled 
for life. He puts his damages at $12,000. 
finkelnburg & Rassieur for the plaintiff and 
Thoroughman & Pike for the defendant. The 
jury was selected during the morning and s- 
timony commeneed to be taken about noon.

All 
the crew knew the powd rwuas stored there. 
To prevent a panic this noble fellow, leaving 
his partner atthe engine, deliberately sougnt 
the masterat the supper table, saying in a 
whisper. *‘There’s @ gentleman on the guard 
that wishes to see you.’’ When alone, with- 
out «excitement, the engineer communicated 
the fearful intelligence.

Shortly 
before being taken back to the jail the prisoner 
bioke down completely, and was in tears when 
led away. He seemed to keenly feel his dis- 
grace.

Miraculous Escape of Four Men Who 
Leaped from a Third-Story 
Window.

Graphic Account of the Levee Fire—A Ten- 
Cent Bed House—Official Report—The 
Charred Bodies at the Morgue. 


The Mississipi House is, or rather was, a 
cheap boarding-house at 409 South Levee. 
Last night it was burned, and out of the thirty- 
six inmates four lost their lives. About 11 
o’clock there was the usual motley gathering 
ofrivermen, raftmen, peddlers and laborers 
assembled. The ground floor wasa kind of 
cheap restaurant—meéals were furnished at ten 
cents a head. George Wedgeon waited on the 
iJl-assorted crowd and furnished them with 


eatables. When beer was wanted it was sent 
for to a neighboring suloon in 
huge pitchers. The frequenters of 


the place were allof the German nationality, 
and the proprietor was a German, Charles 
Schutze. He, however, was attending to a sa- 
loon be owned on the corner of Main and Pop- 
lar, and George Wedgeon represented him. 
Many of the lodgers were drunk, or nearly so. 
They all belonged to the happy-go-lucky class 
which spends all it earns—and they earned lit- 


tle enough. Before midnight the hilarity ana 
boiste1 ousness of the three dozen lodgers mud- 
erated. They hadtaken their fill of lager and 
‘*‘bourbon ’’ Some commenced to feel drowsy 
and retired. Others kept up their enjoyment 
until midnight, when all bad sought their beds 
—by no means downy couches. The secoad 
story was the aristocratic floor. It was divided 
off into tbree small rooms by wooden purti- 
tions, anaeuch division contained six beds, 
making eighteen tothe floor. Here it was a 
luxury tosicep. These were the high-priced 
beds. It cost fifteen centste slumber peace- 
fully during these heated nights with five bed- 
fellows in apartitioned room fifteen feet by 
ten. Yetthose whocould afford to revel in 
snch delicious enjoyment were envied, The 
third story room was not partitioncd off. 
THERE WBRE THIRTY BEDS 
placed in rows of ten a few inchesapart. These 


were occupied by the **plebs’’ of 
the Mississippi House. Ten cents 
was the price of sleeping in 8 


close room occupied by thirty human veings 
during these sultry days. The last lod ger paid 
his ten cents and sought his pillow. George 
Wedgeon extinguished the lights excepiing a 
gasoline lamp shaped like a lantern which 
bung on tbe ground floor.He fastened the doors 
and then he retired to acorner of the restau- 
rant, and was soon buried in a deep slegp. The 
thirty-seven ininates knew nothing more until 
alarmed by shouts and knocking and then they 


awoke to find themselves enveloped 
in a dense smoke, while the flames 
were bursting through the flooring. 


The fire, which occusionued the loss of four 
lives, commenced onthe ground floor,and it ia 
almost a certainty that it was caused vy the 
explorionof the gasoline Jamp. Once on fire, 
the flames spread through the woodwork with 
the greatest rapidity, devouring everything in 
its way. The stairwey leading to the secund 
story formed a vust flue, up which the fiery 
element rusbed with avidity, cutting off tne 
retreat of the sleeping crowd above. The fire 
was discovered at 12:54 this morning and 


the alarm owas sounded. The fire 
engines responded immediately, and 
Clay Sexton and his firemen were 


on the spotin avery few minutes. But even in 
this short time the flames had made great 
headway, and had enveloped tne buiiding 
from top to bottom. George Wedgeon was 
nroused by the knocking and rusned towards 
the levee entrance to make his escane, but 
WAS BLOCKED BY THE FLAMES. 
In a cellar below were three dogs. He thought 


of them apd set them free, and then finaliy 
made his way out by the 1ear. The crowd of 
sleepers up stairs started up from their 


beds in affright; many of them had no covering 


but thin sheets ; others succeeded 
in putting on their pants. A rush 
was mmaie§=3>—- from the third § story 


to the second floor, whence wooden steps 
led to the rear yard and by this means the 
majority Inanaged to escape. A young German, 
Henry Meyerson, who was sileepiug in the 
second 8tory,crawled out On the wooden porch 
in front, which was already burning, and slid- 
ing down a post gained the ground in safety. 
He Was attired only in his sbirt and drawers. 
His loss was a suit of clothes, boots and a sii- 
ver wutch and chain. in the third 
story intense excitement prevailed amongst 
its two-dozen occupants. The flames 
ascending the stairway seemed to cut off their 
only avenue of escape and the smoke selmost 
stitieuthem. Arush was made to the tront 
windows, but the burning porch beneath 
frightened them. The rear windows were 
tried, but the height was appalling. Mean- 
while the smoke grew denser, part of the floor- 
ing gave way, and the-poor fellows were al- 
most crazy. They could hear the shoats of 
those without. They lost their presence of 
mind completely. At lastafew of the most 
daring made arush downthe burning stair- 
way to the second floor. They succeeded and 
then made good their escape out of the rear 
stairway leading to the yard. More followed, 
andthus the majority avoided what seamed 
their inevitable doom. Four men, however, 
in sheer despair jumped trom the third storv 
window into the yard. They were Charies 
Davis. Joseph Hensel, John W n and George 
Anderson. Their escape was wiraculous, for 
with the exception of Anderson the men ac- 
complished thetr 
DARING LEAP FOR LIFE 

without injury except a few sprains and bruis- 
es, Anderson unfortunately struck the stair- 
way in his descent and broke his leg above the 
ankle. He was conveyed tothe Dispensary, 
where he was attended to,fand then conveved 
to the City Hospita), where he now lies. The

He occupied a bed onthe second stary. He 
wesan oldman employed inthe houseas a 
sort of waiter. When aroused from his sleep 
he meneged to crawl down stairs to the ground 
floorand might have made his escape in satet 
when he remembered that he had left behin 
bim some thirty dollars or more—money that he 
nad saved for a rainy day. He retraced his 
steps. Altbough he perceived the danger he 
run be would not resign himselftothe lo3s of 
his hara-gotten hoard. He passed up the 
fiery stuircase, groped his way §through the 
stifling smoke and reached his bed. The 
smoke grew denser and denser; he could 
scarcely breathe. He stretched out his hand 
towards the headof his bed and clasped his 
money. He had savedit. But at the expense 
of his own life. The flames had cutoff his re- 
treat; tbe biackening smoke penetrated his 
nostrils. He opened bis mouth tocryfor aid, 
but tne stifling air filled his throat. de 
feil alongside bis ved on the floor. A few 
gasps and the suffocating atmosphere had 
doneits work. It wasa lifeless corpse still 
clutching the money which had cost him his 
life. The flames gradually approached the 
body and soon wrapped it in its flery embrace. 
The handfulof notes were burmedto ua crisp. 
Fritz and his money were both destroyed. 
When the body was removed it was found to 
be fearfully burnt. In the third srory three 
men fej] victims to the fire.

OLD BLIND MAN NAMED FISCHER. 


He had ‘been up late. He was 
a brawDy, athletic looking fellow 
in spite ot his blindness. He had 


imbibed the flowing bowl very freely before re- 
He wus lively and merry as a cricket 
when he went for his bed. But he tonnd it too 
much trouble to undress. He was somewhat 
fuddied, so he threw himself on the bed, 
clothes, boots and ajl. When awakened his 
se geen gm was piteous. One of the boarders 
took pity onhim. Bisding him be of good 
cheer, he guided him to the stuirs just atter the 
first rush had been made. He led him halfway 
down.Then old b'ina Fischer refused stubbornly 
to gofurther. He telt the smoke and heard 
the hissing ot the flames uscending the stairs. 
He lost faithin his guide The latter tried to 
torce him, but the blind man was more power- 
ful end resisted him witb the energy of despair. 
At last the boarder wus forced to flee for his 
own life, and so he lett the blind man to his 
fate. Fischer turned round and went up stairs 
to meet his fate. Hefelt his way to his bed. 
‘The smoke was overpowering. Formerly he 
had been a brewer and ail bis life he had 
been a careless fellow, fond of drinking. 
In fact, he was drunk when he went to his last 
sieep. He had never said his prayers, proba- 
biy, from childhood. Oaths and curses were 
more familiar to hislips. Butin the supreme 
agony of these, his last moments, with the sut- 
tocajing air and consuming flames hemming 
him in, he thought forthe first time in years 
of his God. He was growiny weaker and weak- 
er; suffocation was impending. He knew there 
was no help for him oneuarth. instinccively he 
exnk upon his knees beside the bed and this 
bardened roysterer tried to pray. He opened his 
lips tothe Deity and while praying to his God 
the deudlv smoke did its work. Suffocation 
stopped his balf-recited invocation. His 
body when found still preserved its last atti- 
tude, the head bent reverently over the bed 
clothes and his hands crossedin supplication. 
Jhe flames bad burned him terribly. 
THE THIRD VICTIM 
was Mike, 2 one-armed man, arag-picker and 


tiring. 


peddjer. His body was found in a 
cramped position on A bed. His 
legs were drawn up. The name 


of the fourth victim is net known atthis writ- 
ing. The body. attiredinashirt and pants, 
was found lying on the floor. 

Within ar minutes the fire was under 
control, and within an hour 1t was extinguish- 
ed. A search was then mude and the four 
bodies above mentioned were discovered. 
They were all taken tothe Morgueat half- 
past four this morning. Those who had es- 
caped were given clothing by good-hearted 
neighbors. 

A VISIT TO THE SCENE 
this morning showed that the entire interior 
of the building—it was a three-story brick— 
wasawreck. The flooring and stairs were all 
charred. All of the beds were more or less 
damaged. Some were totally destroyed; oth- 
ers were alinost intact. On the ground floor 
were some half-dozen revolvers, probably 
safe-keeping. During: the 
progress of the fire they exploded one after the 
other. Officer unn Was keeping 
watch over the ruins. At nine 
o’clock Officers Heffernan and McGrath made 
a tour of inspection, but no more bodies were 
discovered, and the loss of life is confined to 
the four already reported. 
THE INSURANCE. 

The building belongs to Dr. Laumaghie. of 
Elleardsville, and Mr. Jobo Maguire is the 
agent. Itis not insured. The furniture and 
contents of the building were insured by tne 
proprietor, Chas. Schuetze, in the German In- 
surance Coinpany of Pittsburg, Pa. At the 
time of the nre Schuetze was tendiny 
bar at his saloon on Poplar and Main. He 
immediately closed it and hastened to the 
Levee, but of course only to see his fhouse de- 
voured by tne fire. Adjoining to 409 is anoth- 
er boarding+ouse owned by Jacob Schmidt. 
His house wus somewhat dainaged by water. 
He was insured in the Hamourg-Magdecburg 
Company for $500. The loss on the building 
No. 409 is estimated at $1,000. 
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Official Account. 

Police Officers Heffernan and Dunn make 
the following official report ot the‘horror: 

‘*We report that about 12:50 o'clock this a. 
m. Frank Goodrich, a private watchman at the 
switch, corner Levee and Poplar, discovered 
fie in the first floor of the Mis- 
sissippi House, a cheap lodging house, 


kept by Charlies Schnetze, at No. 409 South 
Levee. Goodrich called Private Watchman 
James O’Brien, who turned on the alarm from 
Main and Almond streets. We were on Fourth 
and Spruce streets at the time, and we ran 


quickly tothe place and assisted in gettin 
out and waking up some of the lodg- 
ers in building and tne

At the Morgue. 

The four bodies were removed to the Morgue 
at an early hour this morning by the city en- 
dertaker and are enclosed in pine:boxes. All

A POST-DISPATCH reporter was 
ted to a view of the b ul- 
ies. Three ot them are terribly 
burned. Old Scholte, the man who went back 
into the burning building and lost his life in an 
attempt to save afew dollars which he had bid 
in the bed, must have suffered the most of all 
as shown bythe horribie contortions of his 
body. He had buried his tace during 
the supreme moments ot his agony 
in the piliarcf the bed across which he was 
a lying, and reathers stuck to the charred 

esh. 

The one-armed man was complete! A 
of clothing, and his heaa cure ro Biogen 
ball of charred bone. The muscles of his lezs 
had bursted above the knees, and the flesh 
looked Jike a coarse-grained wood. 

The single arm of the poor rag- picker was ly- 
ing #cross the breast, and the hand was tightly 
clenched. 

A hideous, black, almostshapeless mass of 
charred flesh, was shown asthe body of the 
blind match peddler. It bore but very littie 
resemblancetoa human torm. The head was 
but little jarger than ateacup and one of the 
feet had been actually burned off. The old 
men.had suflered terribly and bis horrible con- 
tor lions were preserved in death. 

The jourth man, who is marked unknown, 


admit- 


was the least burned of all. His 
clothing ¢is entire, and his bare feet 
are only Diivtered. His eyes protrude 


from the blistered head, and the tongue hangs 
out of a mouth that had bled freely. He was 
suffocated by the smoke, and died in great 
egony, as can be seen by the condition ot his 
fentures. He was found on bis knees. The 
body is that of a young man, a German, and it 
was thougnt hy some of the police that he 
bad been employed in the burneu building asa 
porter. — 


The Inquest. 
The Coroner will hold an inquest on tke 
bodies commencing at10 o’cleck to-morrow 
morning.

who is also a cundidate for the superintenden- 
cy, has been for the past twelve years engaged 
in the public schools of St. Lonis. He is widely 
acquainted and hnasshown himself! in every 
way fitted for the superintendency. He is now 
principal of the Stoddard school, ‘and his 
triends also maintain that there can be no pos. 
sibje donbt as to his being the’ choice of the 
hoard this evening. A memper of 
the board told a Post-DIsPaTCH 
reporter in this connection that in the board 
sixteen of the twenty-eight votes have been 
already pledged to Cakiwell, and that at least 
two of the remainder are doubtinl.
